Leo F. Havey, AFL bricklay- 
ers’ boss, resigned yesterday as 


chairman of the city’s Land a ig 


Clearance ‘for Urban Redevelop- 
ment Authority, following his in- 
dictment on a charge of violat- 
ing the federal labor anti- 
racketeering law. 

Havey, a Democrat prominent 
in civic and political affairs, 


was named in an indictment re- 
turned earlier yesterday by a 
federal grand jury in the court 
of United States District Judge 
George H. Moore. 


He was charged with obstruct- 
ing. interstate commerce 
threatening physical violence to 
Gordon P. Gill, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Rowley-Berst Co., a 
Cincinnati brick contractér, and 
to property of the company June 
5. 1951 when the firm brought 
bricklayers from outside the 
state to work on construction 
at the Jefferson Barracks hos- 
pital. 


Explains Resignation. 

In his letter of resignation, 
which was accepted by Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker, Havey 
wrote he would riot have “ade- 
quate opportunity to present my 
side of this story until a trial 
is‘had before a proper tribunal.” 

“Eyen though I fully expect 
to de completely exonerated,” 
he said, “I most certainly do aot 
wish to cause any embarrass- 
ment to the much needed pro- 
gram of civic progress and im- 
provement that is so ardently de- 
sired by all of our good citizens.” 

Thé Land Clearance for Ur- 
ban Redevelopment Authority is 
a municipal agency which sur- 
veys decaying areas and makes 
plans for their rehabilitation. 

Havey was a member of the 
board of commissioners of the 
St. Louis Housing Authority 
from December 1950 to Novem- 
her 1952 at which time he be- 
came a member of the land 
clearance authority. 


Under Fire in 1952. 

He and two other housing au- 
thonty commissioners came un- 
der e of the Federal Public 
Housing Authority in February 
1952 when they were charged 
with “administration ‘shortcom- 
1... During this period, Wil- 
Ham E. Bergeron of Chicago, 
regional director of FPHA, suf- 
fered’ a broken nose in a fight 


with Havey in the main dining 


room at Hotel Chase. 

Havey, who lives at 5880 
Loran avenue, was one of a few 
labor leaders who actively sup- 
ported Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
in last year's election. He was 
rewarded with appointment as 
labor's representative on the 
State Board of Mediation last 
May. 

Also named in a labor racke- 
teering indictment returned yes- 
terday were Lawrence Callanan, 
George E. Seaton, Carl J. 
Bianchi and L. A. Thompson, 
AFL labor leaders charged pre- 
vionsly with a similar offense. 

Havey was the sixteenth AFL 
leader to be indicted for labor 
racketeering by a St. Louis 
grand jury. A seventeenth man 
has been charged with perjury 
in à case growing out of the 
racket investigation, 

Havey, bus:ness representa- 
tive of Local 1, AFL Brick- 
layers, Stone and Marble Ma- 
sons’ Union, was charged with 
unlawfully threatening vio- 

~lence in furtherance of “a 

plan and purpose to obstruct, 

delay and affect commerce” 
by “preventing bricklayers of 
the colored race and brick- 
layers residing outside the 
State of Missouri from work- 
ing” on the Jefferson Bar- 

racks job. 8 

The charge provides a maxi- 
mum penalty of a $5000 fine and 
five years imprisonment.

Campaign Group Reorgan- 
izes to Work in 80 Mar- 
ginal Districts. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (Ap) 


— The National Citizens-for- 
Eisenhower Congressional Com- 
mittee is planning to back pro- 
Eisenhower Republican candi- 
dates in “80 to 90” marginal dis- 
tricts in the 1954 congressional 
elections. 

This was made known yester- 
day by William R. Haley, secre- 
tary of the group, after a lunch- 
eon given by Paul G. Hoffman, 
chairman of the Studebaker 
Corp,. who was a leading organ- 
izer of the successful campaign 
to win the 1952 Republican pres- 
idential nomination for Eisen- 
hower. Hoffman was first 
of the Ford Foundation. 

Haley said the citizens com- 
mittee will make-its appeal to 
independents and Democrats who 
helped eléct Eisenhower. It is 
successor to the 1952 National 
Citizens Committee for Eisen- 
hower-Nixon. 

Chairman of the new organi- 
zation, which makes its head- 
quarters here, is James Murphy, 
a former San Francisco adver- 
tising executive, who headed 
the Northern California branch 
of the Eisenhower-Nixon com- 
mittee. 

Mrs. J. Ramsay Harris of Den- 
ver is co-chairman in charge of 
women's activities and S. W. 
Harris, Kansas City, Mo., is or- 
ganization director. 

Murphy was vice president of 
the Foster and Fleiser Advertis- 
ing Agency, a subsidiary of the 
W. R. Grace Co., and Harris was 
president of the Lucky Tiger 
Co., hair tonic manufacturer. 
They ate on leave from their 
jobs. : 

Haley was a New York lawyer 
before becoming active with the 
Eisenhower-Nixon group. After 
the 1952 election he became a 
consultant to the national citi- 
zens committee for educational 
television which was financed by 
the Ford Foundation. 

In an. interview, Haley said 
the new committee will not take 
part in the 1954 primaries but 
will concentrate on 80 to 90 con- 
gressional. districts. These will 
be districts that went Republi- 
can or Democratic by a narrow 
margin—say 5 per cent or less 
—in 1952, and where the G.O.P. 
candidates next year generally 
back Eisenhower policies. 

He made clear the committee 
won't be active in behalf of 
G.O.P. Congressmen from mar- 
ginal districts who make a rec- 
ord of opposition to Eisenhower 
policies. 

Haley said the committee 
hasn't yet singled out any pres- 
ent House members or Senators 
for support “and probably will 
not until after the President’s 
State of the Union speech and 
we get the reactions to it from 
Congress.”

It was 75 years ago, on Dec. 12, 1878, 
that the St. Louis Post and Dispatch was 
“born.-The offspring of the late great 


ténsions ought to cause Washington to Publisher Joseph Pulitzer, it was some- 


thing of an incubator .baby—just 987 
‘copies of a litfie’ four-page newspaper 


with more than half the front page de- 
“voted to advertising. Now, of course, the 


Post-Dispatch has turned inte a jour- 
palistic giant and its anniversary is an 
Occasion for rejoicing—to which Life 
wishes to add its praises: and congratu- 
lations. 

The Post-Dispatch represents some 
thing very special in newspaperdom, 
something not quite apparent to the 
casual eye. The stranger to St. Louis, 
picking up a copy for the first time, 
might in fact wonder what all the ho- 


The Post-Dispatch has never at- 
tempted to be an all-inclusive news- 
paper of record like the New York 
Times. It has never been as well writ- 
ten as the old New York World, nor 
edited with the technical brilliance’ of 
the New York Daily News. 

At first glance it is just another news- 
paper, with the unhappy exception that 


it runs its comic strips so small, clut- 


tered and splashed: with red-and-yellow 
color that they probably cause more eye- 
strain than anything since the smoke 
palls which once plagued St. Louis. 


City’s Anti-Smoke Campaign 


What makes the Post-Dispatch great 
Is something which, like such great 


. forces of nature as erosion or evolu- 


tion, can be fully observed and appre- 
ciated only over a long period of time. 
The smoke palls are a case in point. 
St. Louis no longer has them because 
the Post-Dispatch waged such an unre- 
lenting campaign against smoke that the 
community was finally stung into dras- 
tic action. 
The Post-Dispatch has never been 


_afraid to make enemiés. One of its first 


oe crusades, back in 1898, was against 
e of St. Louis’ s most prominent cit- 
— serving in the municipal assem- 


‘bly. These worthy gentlemen made the

Promoting the Public Welfare 


However, the Post-Dispatch can never 
stay long in one camp; it has that rare, 
brave and totally admirable quality of 
seeing the faults of its friends as 
well as its enemies, eventually if not 
immediately. For 75 years the Post- 
Dispatch has been a completely incor- 
ruptible newspaper, engaged in the 
business of promoting the public wel- 
fare at whatever cost to its own popu- 
larity or success. The fact that it has 
remained popular and successful any- 
way is a great tribute to the good sense 
of St. Louisans and Americans in gen- 
eral, 

In many cities journalism is in grave 
danger of falling into the insensitive 
velvet-gloved hands of the press agents 
and the promoters, the opportunists who 
tag along with the crowd and fear to 


mutter the slightest word of doubt or 


criticism. The Post-Dispatch in its sev-

The canonization of Pius X, 
who is buried in St. Peter's, will 
be held separately from those of 
the others. He was born in 
1835 and was Pope from 1903 
until his death in 1914, a few 
weeks after the beginning of 
World War I, which he tried in 
vain to halt.

RECENTLY, I heard of a boy of 16, a high-school stu- 
dent, who took the opposite side to his father on a political 
question. Instead of listening courteously to what his 
parent had to say, the student shouted interruptions, finally 
exclaiming: “You're all wet. You're behind the times. You 
don’t know what you are talking about.” 

That is not freedom of speech in the meaning of the 
term. It is bad manners, insolence, an indication of ig- 
norance of the basic rules of human association, which 
demand courtesy. Everybody should be polite, even if he 
disagrees with another—listen to the other person's side of 
the argument. Polite and subtle expression will carry 
more weight in an argument than any boisterous, impudent 
assertions. 

There are also good students who think it is smart to 
take an opposite side in discussions with their teachers, even 
though they really agree with the instructor. It is done 
out of sheer impudence and they take up precious ciass- 
time to air a false view, regardless of the value of their 
remarks to them or the other students. They are showing 
off, displaying their contempt for rules and good manners.

TEACHERS AND PARENTS of these ill-manneréd 
young people are not so much concerned with their own 
injured dignity as they are for the effect of the grave 
mistakes on their charges. The teachers want to point out 
the right way for the benefit of the students. Rude con- 
tradictions offered without reliance on forthright thinking 
are objectionable. It is a woeful exhibition of loose talk, 
a lack of regard for the knowledge and experience of their 
elders, and if these youngsters continue to adopt such 
tactics they will find the door of opportunity closed to them. 

Nobody wants you to be “Yes” men and women. Teach- 
ers, as well as parents, want children to be liked and wel- 
comed wherever they may go. 

Try to make certain of your opinion; base it on ade- 
quate information and always leave an opening for some- 
body else who may be even better qualified to take up the 
cudgels on the question. And bear in mind that, when you 
disagree with another person, polite subtlety will help you 
more than shouting or slangy insolence.

A Tree-Trimming Party

HILE Christmas dinner is, 
W of course, the highlight of 
this holiday, there are other 
meals for which we must plan. 
Perhaps you are having a tree- 
trimming party on Christmas 
eve, and you never know just 
how many people will turn up. 
An oyster or a seafood stew 
is always a good choice with 
hot rolls and a salad. This will 
be enough for the main course, 
especially if you have a hearty 
and attractive dessert. Although 
the older guests may be content 
with fruit, younger people with 
their appetites will want some- 
thing more, 


Perhaps you will have to mix 
up a cake, particularly if you 
use one of the ready-make 
mixes. There is news in this 
field; One company has put out 
bigger packages of the white, 
yellow and chocolate mixes. 
These will sell at the same price 
as the others but call for the 
addition of fresh eggs. 

Several mixes of this type al- 
ready on the market have 
achieved popularity. Another 
manufacturer had reduced the 
size of the packages so that the 
contents make just one layer, 
for the benefit of small families. 

Either cake with quickly- 
made frosting will furnish des- 
sert for a small or a large group 
before or after the tree trim- 
ming. 

Pineapple Filling and Frosting. 

Combine one egg white, three- 
fourths cup sugar, three table- 
spoons water, one teaspoon corn 
sirup, and dash of salt in top of 
double boiler. Beat one minute, 
or until blended. Place over

boiling water and beat with 
sturdy egg beater or at high 
speed of .electric beater four 
minutes, or until frosting will 
stand in stiff peaks.

Combine one-fourth cup of the 
frosting with three-fourths cup 
drained canned crushed pine- 
apple; spread between the cooled 
cake layers. Spread remaining 
— on top and sides of 
cake, 


Pineapple Cashew Nut Cake. 


One package of yellow cake 
mix, one cup water, two eggs, 
unbeaten, three - fourths cup 
chopped cashews, pineapple fill- 
ing and frosting. 


Empty contents of package 
into large bowl. Add one-half 
cup of the water. Blend; then 
beat two minutes at medium 
speed of electric mixer or 300 
vigorous strokes by hand. 
(Scrape bowl and beaters or 
spoon often). Add eggs, blend, 
and beat one minute on mixer or 
150 strokes by hand. Then add 
remaining one-half cup water 
gradually and beat one minute 
longer on mixer or 150 strokes 
by hand. Stir in cashews. 


Pour batter into two round 
nine-inch layer pans, which 
have been lined on bottoms with 
paper. Bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) about 25 min- 
utes, or until done. Cool. See 
recipe below for filling and 
frosting.

For a Safe Christmas Tree: 
Keep your Christmas tree in a 
cool place, preferably outdoors, 
until time to put it up.

Check tree lights carefully. A 
short circuit in worn wiring may 
start a fire. Use incombustible 
material for decorations—avoid 
ornaments made of flammable 
paper or cotton, And above all 
place the tree a safe distance 
from a stove or fireplace.

NOW SPREAD the mask of 
your choice over your skin, be- 
ing careful to avoid the area 
around your eyes. Approximate- 
ly 15 minutes are required for 
it to dry thoroughly and achieve 
its effect. During this period, 
keep your facial muscles com- 
pletely relaxed to avoid disturb- 
ing the action of the mask. 

While it dries and tightens, 
run a tub of warm water with 
your favorite bath luxury and 
relax in restfulness. 

After your tubbing, stretch out 
on your bed for another five or 
10 minutes of rest. 

Now you are ready to re- 
move the dried mask with a bit 
of cotton dipped into tepid wa- 
ter. If your skin is oily, finish 
with a bracing astringent. But 
for dry skin, use only cold but 
not icy water.
